In 
Swanzey , N.H., 25 m iles north of 
Montag ue City , it’s thoug ht the 
late ffe t p enned “ T rees” while 
viewing a g roup ot m ap les during 
a vacation. 
Belief that the g narled oak at 
Rutg ers was the tree of “ T rees” 
has g rown over the y ears. 
However, 
a university sp okes­ 
man adm its: “ W* can’t p rove it 
the one Kilm er had in mind. But 
then, who can p rove an insp ira­ 
tion?”

Is Old Age Victim 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N J. (AP) 
—The huge white oak believed to 
have inspired Joyce Kilmer to 
write “Trees” will be cut down 
Wednesday, a viet’m of old age 
The tree’s demis sounds a sad 
note for Rutgers University, site 
of the oak, and fn; those who say 
it was the tree Kilmer had in 
mind when he wrote the poem 
Others say the tree that inspired 
FCilmer is elsewhere. Mahwah, a 
community in northern New Je r­ 
sey where the poet lived four 
years, contends Kilmer wrote of 
the trees that shaded his home 
there. 
In Montague City, Mass., they 
tell how W imer wrote “Trees’ 
after seeing a spreading maple in 
the yard of an old mansion. In 
Swanzey, N.H., 25 miles north of 
Montague City, ifs thought the 
late p e t penned “Trees” while 
viewing a group of maples during 
a vacation. 
Belief that the gnarled oak at 
Rutgers was the tree of “Trees” 
has grown over the years. 
However, a university spokes­ 
man adm its: “We can’t prove it 
the one Kilmer had in mind. But 
then, who can prove an inspira­ 
tion?” 
The legend is that as a boy in 
New Brunswick and as a student 
at Rutgers, Kilmer sat under the 
sprawling oak, its branches span­ 
ning more than a hundred feet in 
near-perfect 
symmetry. 
He 
left 
here in 1906. 
“Trees” appeared in 1913 in a 
literary magazine 
while Kilmer 
was living in Mahwah. 
Whether an oak 
a maple, one 
tree 
or 
many 
inspired 
Kiln.er 
will 
probably never be known 
but the oak at Rutgers, perhaps 
the best known of the “ Kilmer 
trees,” will be on center stage 
Wednesday.

No Easy 
Solution Seen 
In Race Crisis 


CANTON, Ohio (AP)—The cur­ 
rent racial situation is a “national 
convulsion which has no easy or 
quick solution,” according to Rei­ 
man Morin, Pulitzer Prize winning 
Associated Press reporter. 
Morin spoke to about 60 news­ 
paper editors—one of the largest 
turnouts in years — at the fall 
meeting of the Associated Press 
Society of Ohio Sunday. He said 
newspapers are in a position to 
evenly examine racial issues both 
nationally and in their communi­ 
ties. 
Morin has been studying and 
writing about the racial problem 
for nine years. He said the most 
difficult problem recently was in 
the Northern cities. 
“ In the South you can do some­ 
thing . . , integrate schools and 
lunch counters . . . something that 
Negroes can see progress being 
made, but in the North it is a 
m atter of jobs and housing,’’ he 
said. 
“I think more and rn—e em­ 
ployers in the North will come 
under pressure to hire Negroes 
who may not be qualified for spec 
ific jobs,” Morin remarked. 
In 
many cases, he said, Negroes are 
not taking advantage of educa 
tional and economic opportunities 
which now are available. 
Morin said in a question-and-an 
swer period that he felt the South 
was inflamed against 
President 
Kennedy. “Today, I don’t think 
Kennedy would carry one state in 
the South, with the possible ex­ 
ception of Georgia—regardless of 
who ran against him.”

The bomb blast was described 
by Allgood, a native 
of Birming­ 
ham as a “ mockerv of our laws 
—a mockery by those who would 
cut the very roots of our Ameri­ 
can system of justice.” 
In his statement, Kennedy said 
at the outset: “ I know I speak 
on behalf of all Americans in ex­ 
pressing a deep sense of outrage 
and grief over the killing of the 
children Sunday in Birmingham, 
Ala.”

On j sure sign of a prosperous economy 
is a widespread attempt by the labor force 
to make secure through insurance and oth­ 
er guarantees, the level of existence to 
which it has become accustomed. Insur­ 
ance statistics of all sorts are an interest­ 
ing and accurate sum m ary of the general 
standard of life in any society, but none 
are as 
revealing 
as 
income 
protection 
plans. 
According to the Health Insurance In­ 
stitute, 44.9 million Americans had loss-of 
income protection at the end of 1962 — a 
record. Three-fourths were covered by in­ 
surance company policies, the remainder 
be formal sick leave plans. Millions more 
are under various sick leave arrangments 
financed by employers. 
The number of workers covered by pro­ 
tection against loss-of-income contingenc­ 
ies represents 3 per cent of the civilian 
labor force. Loss-of-income benefits paid 
by insurance companies last year totaled 


$906 million, a 6 per cent climb over the 
previous year and an indication 
of 
the 
continued growth in personal income pro­ 
tection. 
All loss-of-income plans have one co m ­ 
mon denominator. They are voluntary a r ­ 
rangements. entered into either by the in­ 
dividual or in company with his employer. 
As such, they reflect a true concern by the 
American worker for the direct benefits 
he receives from his society. 
lf th*' annual addition of more than one 
million individuals to the rolls of income 
insurance is an 
indice, the more A m eri­ 
cans become acquainted with incomes and 
material rewards of other societies, the 
more appreciation there is for the A m eri­ 
can economic system. 
Sickness and injury have 
b eco m e 
the 
most serious threats to enjoyment of U.S. 
abundance. It is not surprising they are 
being fought with such determination on so 
broad a front.

Amity on the Eastern Front 


HARTFORD. Conn —The Hartford i 
branch of the Connecticut Repub­ 
licans Citizens Committee has just 
completed a “ citizens workshop” 
here at the Statler - Hilton Hotel 
as these lines are written, and 
what was amazing about it was 
the amity and non - partisan en­ 
thusiasm expressed on all sides. 
To appreciate the high good hu­ 
mor of the occasion, one has to 
know something about past dis­ 
cords in Connecticut Republican 
politics. The Connecticut Republi­ 
can Citizens Committee is the child 
of John Lupton, a defeated Re­ 
publican candidate for Congress­ 
man - at- large who is widely con­ 
sidered a 
dyed-in-the-wood 
Cold­ 
water man. When Lupton started 
his committee, he said it was con­ 
ceived 
as 
a 
non-personal 
“ service” 
organization to 
carry 
“ the Republican story” into t h e 
big Democratic city strongholds 
by enlisting both missionary mon­ 
ey and doorbell - ringing m a n- 
power from outside the dowtown 
city wards. The idea was to preach 
Republicanism as such, and to sup- j 
port without bickering any and all 
c a n d i d a t e s wrhom the party 
might choose to select. 
Nobody in “liberal” Republican 
circles believed Lupton at first, j 
Yet there, at the speaker’s table, i 
as 
ex-Congressman 
W a l t e r 
Judd of Minnesota rose to address 
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more than a thousand eager vol­ 
unteer workers, sat all the high 
muck-a-mucks of Connecticut Re­ 
publicanism who h a v e opposed 
Lupton in the past. Presumable 
they would prefer any other candi­ 
date for 
President 
to 
B a r r y 
Coldwater. There, 
at 
the 
table, 
were John Lodge, ex-Govemor of 
the State; John Alsop, ex-candidate 
for 
Governor; 
Republican 
State 
Chairman Searle Pinney; and ex- 
Congressman H. Seeley - Brown, 
who was defeated last autumn by 
Democrat Abe Ribbicoff in a run 
for the U. S. Senate. None of these 
men is a conservative as local Re­ 
publicans rate conservatism. 
What has produced the good hu­ 
mor between the factions? Does 
real sweetness and light prevail 
in 
Connecticut 
Republicanism, 
which can be taken as a micro­ 
cosmic cymbol of eastern Repub­ 
licanism in general? Does the plat­ 
form proximity of John Lupton, the 
reputed Goldwaterite, and John Al­ 
sop, a man who could love a vic­ 
torious Nelson Rockefeller, indicate 
that the r i g h t-left schism in the 
party is of little practical conse­ 
quence? 
Curiously enough, the meaning 
of the love fest is probably to be 
found in Nelson Rockefeller’s re­ 
cent pilgrimage to Illinois, where 
the New York governor spoke in 
conservative territory where Cold­ 
water is popular. Rocky, faced with 
the need to propitiate the swell­ 
ing

animus 
against 
“ me-<tooism,” 
said 
nothing 
con­ 
tentious in Illinois about the sur­ 
render of the party to “ right radi­ 
calism .”
